Sétts to the effect that the Presiden: had 
seriously considered adding a weakening 
postscript to his Lusitania note. 

The \ President telegraphed th Walter 


Lippmann of New York, editor of the 
New Reputgic, replying to a message re- 
garding Senactqr Lodge's stateinent. 

It was learned later that the sender of 
the ‘message to Presidgnt Wilson, inquir- 
ing about the statement of Senator 
Lodge, was not Walter Lippmann. The 
Message was signed ‘‘Lippman,’’ and the 
only person named Lippman whom the 
President could recall, it was seid, was 
Walter Lippmann. Accordingly, the re- 
Ply was sent to the magaziné editor. 

Walter Lippmann has explained thet 
Jonas Lippman, former editor of Le 
Journal d’Alsace, sent the telegram, 
fixning it merely ‘Lippman.’ Tumulty 
knew Walter Lippmann and concluded it 
came from him. He said he had not re- 
ceived the reply, for it wag evidently 
addressed to “Walter Lippmann” at Jou- 
nas Li an's address.

Tumulty is a resident of J:rsey City, 
but it was assumed here that Warren 
meant former Secretary Garrison when 
he referred to “a member of the Presi- 
dent's official family.’”’ 

“I wish someone would tell me who 
Mr. Warren is,"’ said the President's sec- 
retary. “I not only do not know him, 
but never heard of him.’ 

As to the charge of Warren that ‘he 
instructions to Gerard were not a post- 
script to the Lusitania note, but in the 
nature of supplemental! instructions, Tu- 
multy asserted that the President's note 
was a sufficient answer. ‘It can be 
said from 1 , however,” added tha 
presidential secretary, ‘‘that I never ap- 
proached Secretary Garrison about this 
matter."’

BIG TELESCOPE’S TRANSPORT 
STALLED ON MOUNTAIN SIDE 


Truck Bearing Last Section of In- 
strument for Mt. Wilson Bafely 
Saved From Toppling. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Oct. 31.—Wreck- 
ing crews are working to right a big 
motor truck, which stalled near the top 
of Mount Wilson while transporting the 
last of four sect#ns of the Mount Wilson 
solar observatory’s new 100-inch tele- 
scope, which will be the most powerful 

one in the world. 

The truck, carrying its seven and a 
half ton burden, crushed the edge of 
the narrow, 12-mile roadway running 
5750 feet up the mountain and was saved 
from toppling only by quick timbering. 
The road was blockaded, and many vis- 
itors were compelled to spend the night 
on the mountain. 


ICELAND BUYS AMERICAN AUTOS 


Big Increase in All of Its Imports 
From This Country. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—According to 
the National City Bank's foreign trade 
department, exports of automobiles to 
Iceland are a striking feature of for- 
eign trade of the port of New York. In 
a week this month nearly $3000 worth 
off automobiles and parts were shipped 
to Iceland. The value of parts equaled 
that of finished machines. 

The area of Iceland is only 40,000 
square miles, abqut.equal jo that of 
Kentucky, and a large portion by rea- 
son of climatic conditions, is uninhab- 
itable and roadiess. Yet its 85,000 people 
took from the United States tn the fisca) 
year 1916 over $260,000 worth of mer- 
chandise, against $75,000 the year be- 
fore the war. Ordinarily Iceland takes 
most of its imports of about $1,500,000 
from Denmark.

WILSON’S LEAD NEARLY 40,000 
IN POLL IN 8000 DRUG STORES 


Total Vote Taken Over Country Is 
260,802; Gives President 283 and 
Hughes 248 Electoral Votes. 

The result of a straw vote taken 
among the customers of 8000 retail 
drug stores in every State in the 
uhion was posted today in the St. 
Louis drug storgs in which the yote 
is being ‘taken. f 260,802 votes rec- 
orded Wilson received 150,327, and 
Ilughes 110,475. The States in which 
the President received more votes 
than Hughes have a total vote in the 
Electoral College of 283, and the 
Hiughes States a vote of 248. 

The vote is being taken in all stores op- 
erated in connection with a large whole- 
sale drug company of Boston. Clerks ask 
customers which candidate they prefer 
and each day the votes are forwarded to 
Boston and tabulated. The result ts for 
the votes received before noon Satur- 
day. At noon Friday the vote stood: 
Wilson, 107,288, and Hughes 80,519. 
The President gained in the later fig- 
ures in the close States, however, as 
on Friday the total electoral vote of 
the Hughes states was 266 and of the 
Wilson states 266. 

Of the larger states Wilson leads 
n the poll in Ohio, Kansas, Minne- 
sota, Missouri and Wisconsin, and 
Hughes in New York, Illinois, Iowa, 
Indiana, Massachusetts and Michigan. 
In Missouri the vote was Hughes 
2616, and Wilson 6406. 


ALLIES CAN GET ONLY HALF OF 
NUMBER OF HORSES THEY WANT 


Purchases in East St. Louis Since the 
War Began Now Total 
$40,000,000. 

Commission men at the National 
Stockyards are atle to supply only 
about half as many horses as the 
representatives of the allied govern- 
ments are willing to purchase, J. F. 
Reid of the Campbell & Reid West- 

ern Sales Stables, said today. 

From his firm the British Govern- 
ment now is buying about 50 horses a 
week the French, est a week; the 
Ticalians, 360 a week, and the Bel- 
gians, 350 a week. 

Commission men expect that 
horses will be more plentiful now 
that the farmers have harvested their 
crops. Eighty per cent of the horses 
sold to the allies have been farm ani- 
mals. Horses that could be pur- 
chased for $130 a head when the a)- 
lies started buying, in 1914, now are 
herd to get at $180. The amount 
paid for animals at the stockyards 
since the war begun is approximately 
$40,000,000. 
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MARINA UNWARNED, 
EW SAYS: SANK 
IN TEN MINUTES 


U. S. Consul Frost of Queens- 
town Reports 52 More Res- 
cued, Only 13 Missing. 


MOST OF AMERICANS SAFE 


Men Saw Torpedo and Thought 
It Was Fish; Two of Them 
Struck the Steamer. 


LONDON, Oct. 31.—The British steam- 
ship Marina, which carried 49 Americans 
in her crew, sank -within 10 minutes 
after being torpedoed, Wesley Frost, 
American Consul at Queenstown, re- 
Dorted to the American embassy today, 
He said survivors assert the vessel was 
torpedoed without warning. 

The number of missing from the Ma- 
rina has been reduced to 13, Frost also 
reported to the embassy, as 52 more sur- 
vivors have been landed. Frost reported 
that among the.13 there probably would 
be American fatalities. 

A dispatch published by the Press As- 
sociation says the Marina sank at 3:45 
Saturday afternoon off the Irish coast. 


Text of Consul’s Cableacram. 
Frost's first telegram to tne embassy 


today said: 

“Fifty-two more survivors of the Ma- 
rina landed Castletown Pier. Only 13 
now missing, believed dead. Wot less 
than 36 Americans aboard, of whom .16 
saved at Crookhaven. There will prob- 
abily be some American fatalities.’ 

“Survivors state the vessel was torpe- 
doed without warning in heavy sea, 
sank within 10 minutes,’’ Frost also re- 
ported. 

He is obtaining affidavits from sur-1¥- 
ors and ascertaining how many Amer- 
icans are among the Castletown § sur- 
vivors. 

The Amefican embagsy today received 
a telegram from the American Consul 
at Glasgow stating that the Marina left 
Glasgow, Oct. 2, for Baltimore and 
Newport News with 8S <Ameri*ans 
aboard. 

In reply to an inquiry from the Ameri-} 
can embagsy, the Admiralty said yester- 
day that 49 Americans were in the cre 
rof the Marina. The Admiralty informe 
the embassy the ship had been torpe- 
doed, but it had not been ascertained 
whether warning was given. The Ad- 
miralty said the Marina was not under 
Government charter. 

16 Americans at Crookhaven, 

A private telegrum received today 
from Crookhaven by Robert P. Skin- 
ner, American Consul-General, says 
that among ‘the survivors from the Ma- 
rina who were landed at Crookhaven 
are 16 Americans. One of them is Frank 
Htioward Smith, a veterinary. 

According to the telegram received by 
Skinner, survivors report that twuo 
boats containing 63 men left the Ma- 
rina at the same time. The weather 
“Mas unusually severe at the time the 
Marina was sunk and has been since 
then. 

The Marina was first struck amid- 
ships. A terrific explosion occurred on 
the starboard side. A second torpedo ts 
said to have struck the bow and the 
steamship went down almost’ immedl- 
ately, in two parts. It is reported seven 
men were killed while attempting to get 
inte boats. Sailors saw the wake of a 
torpedo, according to these advices, and 
until the ship was struck thought it was 
a fish. 


Affidavits of Survivors to Deal With 
Whether Marina Was Warned, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—Further re- 

ports from Consul Frost at Queens- 
town ure awaited at the State Depart- 
ment to show more definitely whether 
the British steamer Marina, whose 
crew contained a number of Americans 
was sunk without warning by a German 
submarine, as reported ‘‘provisionally” 
by the Consul yesterday. 
,On determination of this point rests 
largely the question of whether Germa- 
ny has violated her submarine pledges 
and endangered relations with this coun- 
try. Frost is expected to obtain affi- 
davits from American survivors today 
‘or tomorrow and forward them imme- 
diately. 

Less interest was displayed over Con- 
sul Frost's report that a German sub- 
marine had fired on boats containing ths 
crew of the British steamer Rownzn- 
more, abandoning the ship after she 
had been chased by the submarine ard 
crippled, because it was admitted the 
vessel tried to escape; some Americans 
were among the crew. 

Secretary Lansing said today that his 
reports in the destruction of the Ma- 
rina were still too incomplete to permit 
ef any conclusions or to allow him to 
discuss the case. Fuller reports with 
affidavits of American survivors have 
been ordered by cable. 

The German embassy does not believe 
the evidence will show the pledges given 
to the United States have been violated 
It is said at the embaasy, however, that 
if a commander of a submarine has vio- 
lated or exceeded his orders, his action 
would be promptly met with severe pun- 
ishment. 

Officials of the embassy feel that Con- 
sul Frost's dispatch yesterday saying 
the Marina had been shelled indicated 
that the vessel was trying to escape. 


President Directs All Marina Reports 
Be Sent te Him. 


LONG BRANCH, N. J., Oct. 31,—Pres- 
ident Wilson, when informed of the sink- 
ing of the British steamship Marina by 
m= submarine with the probable loss of 
American lives, immediately directed 
that he be supplied all details as they 
come to the State Department at Wash- 
ington. The President would make no 
statement pending the receipt of full de- 
tails.

Jury in Assault Case Out an 
Hour—Action Was for 
$20,000.

Bakery Official’s Wife Testified 
Husband -Made Appointment 
With Mrs. Traw. 


The jury in the $20,000 suit of Mrs. Ad- 
die P. Traw against her former employ- 
er, Mrs. Helen B. Heydt, of 4586 Forest 
Park boulevard, after being out for an 
heur today brought in a verdict of $5000 
for Mrs. Traw. 

Mrs. Heydt is the wife of the vice 
president of the American Bakery Co. 
and‘in a divorce suit which ts now pend- 
ing named Mrs. Traw as one of the 
causes for her domestic troubles. 

Mrs. Traw alleged that Mrs. Heydt 
had beaten her with her fists and the 
butt end of a revolver. 

Mrs. Heydt in her testimony said she 
Started the divorce suit when she ! ad 
heard her husband making an engagfe- 
ment with Mrs. Traw. That was after 
Mrs. Traw had been discharged on a 
week’s notice. 

In today’s cross-examination Mrs 
Heydt related a conversation she had 
between her husband and Mrs. Traw 
after she had hidden herself in a closet. 

“Don’t pay any attention to Mrs. 
Heydt,”’ she testified that she heard her 
husband say to Mrs. Traw. 
vare of you, Don't give yourself away. 
Meet me tomorrow afternoon at 2, at 
the doctor’s office.” : 

On her direct examination yesterdays 
she told of hiding in the closet March 
29 last, the day of the occurrences on 
which the damage suit is based. 

She said, in her direct testimony, that 
she concealed herself in the closet of 
her bedroom when Mrs. Traw went up- 
Stairs to look for her. She made no an- 
swer when Mrs. Traw called her name, 
She said, and Mrs. Traw then opened 


the closet door and found her. 1

Mrs. Ronee said, Heydt met Mrs. Traw 
in the lower hall, and the wife hear:l 
him make the remarks she quoted 
Mrs. Heydt said she then went down- 
stairs and told Mrs. Traw to take her 
belongings and leave. She then gave her 
version of the alleged assault, sayinz: 

‘“‘My husband told her to get a police- 
man and have me arrested. I pointed 
an electric flashlight affair, resembling 
fi revolver, at the maid, which I car- 
ried for protection against my-husband, 
who had once beaten me, and she then 
attacked me, grasping my arm and 
bruising it. I pushed her up the stairs 
to her room, and she got her coat and 
hat and left, returning later with a po- 
liceman, who went with her to get the 
remainder of her clothing.”’ 

In her cross-examination, Mrs. Heydt 
was asked to state her age, but refused 
to do so until Judge Withrow advised: 
her to answer the question. She then 
said she was 37. Her husband's la’. 
yer has given her age as #4. Heydt ‘gs 
62, and Mrs. Traw, a divorcee, is 32. 

Mrs. Heydt was asked by Mrs. Traw’s 
lawyer whether she did not receive a 
£250 check from Heydt June 2 last, with 
the offer of an equal sum monthly. Mrs. 
Heydt's lawyer, interposed the state- 
ment that the check was received Dy 
him, and was returned, and that Mrs. 
Heydt did not receive what he termed 
the “‘spondulix.”’ 

Has a “Few” Bonds. 

Mrs. Heydt, asked further about her 
resources, said she had a few bonds 
in trust and that she used their income 
‘for the benefit of a little child.’’ She 
was not asked to state the child's name 
or the value of the bonds. 

Mrs. HMeydt wore a green coat, plaid 
skirt and black velvet hat at yester- 
day’s session of the hearing. She was 
very nervous and appeared several times 
to be on the verge of a breakdown. She 
gazed fixedly at her husband for several 
minutes at a time, but did not glance ag 
Mrs. Traw, who smiled at Mrs. Heydt, 
and at Heydt, who sat behind her, dur- 
ing Mrs. Heydt’s testimony. Heydt ap- 
parently took little interest in the pro- 
ceedings. He is not permitted, under the 
law, to testify against his wife. 

Mrs. Heydt said she returned to St. 
Louis from a visit at Houston, Tex., 
early in March and found Mrs. Traw 
living at her home. 

“tT had told Mrs. Traw before I left to 
go home and remain until I returned,” 
Mrs. Heydt continued, “and when I 
found that she had disobeyed my in- 
structions, I became suspicious and 
discharged her. My husband did not 
approve my action, and Mrs. Traw re- 
mained. On March 23 we were invited 
out to dinner. I accepted the invitation, 
but my husband refused to go, and re- 
mained in the house with the servant. I 
went to the dinner and returnéd about 
midnight. 

Mrs. Traw testified yesterday that 
Mrs. Heydt assaulted her with a re- 
volver and so injured her back as to 
impair her health. She denied makin 
an appointment with Hert or that her 

lations with him were otherwise than 

hat they should have been.

Grand avenue, testified that he treat- 
ed Mrs. Traw Marcn 2 for severe in- 
juries of the back. Two women testi- 
fied that they saw Mrs. Heydt’s in- 
jured arm after the affair with the 
servant.

class of operations performed under 
similar conditions upon persons of dif- 
ferent financial standing. He gaid it 
was; that, for instance, if he should 
amputate the President's leg, it would 
be worth much more to the patient and 
to the physician than if he amputated 
a tramp’s leg. 

' He said that In about 4 per cent of 
appendicitis operations no charge what- 
ever is made because the patients are 
unable to pay. The other © per cent, 
performed upon well-to-do people, 
always are inadequately paid for in 
view of the service rendered, he said.

Contractor. on Skinker Road, 
Impassable for Year, Has 
Trouble Over Material. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter today sought 
an explanation from city officials of 
the delay in completing the construc- 


tion and repairs of streets, which have 
been impassable for several weeks, a:d 
in one case for a year, They are; 

GRAND AVENUE, which for bb 
blocks between Lafayette avenue 
and Arsenal street, was closed to 
traffic on the west side for six 
weeks, while Ahe United Railways 
Co. was relaying its tracks. 

THE DRIVEWAY connecting Clay- 
ton road with the southwest entrance 
of Forest Park, which has been 
closed for more than a month. 

SKINKER ROAD, between tas 
south line of Forsyth avenue and 
the south line of Forest Park, which 
has been impassable by vehicles of 
any kind for a year. 

Director of Streets and Sewers Tual- 
bert announced that the United Kat!l- 
ways Co, has completed its work on 
Grand avenue and is now removing tle 
temporary track used during the re- 
construction, and clearing away mate- 
rials. The street will be open for traf- 
fic this week, he said. 

Talbert Approved Plan. 

The plan of relaying the tracks for 
the entire distance between Lafayette 
avenue and Arsenal: street at one time, 
IMrector Talbert said, had his approval 
because this would hasten the comple- 
tion of the work, which, if done in sec- 
tions, would have taken two or three 
months. Reconstguction of a shor. 
stretch would have been as much an in- 
terruption to traffic as was caused by 
the plan followed, Talbert believed. 
Director Talbert said that the road- 
way between the sotthwest entrance of 
Forest Park and Clayton road could not 


impassable. Now that it is intended tu 
open Skinker road, Talbert explained. 
the ‘‘cut-off’’ will be put in condition 
for use this week. This road is paved 
with macadam, which will be ‘‘scari- 
fied,” oiled and rolled. Orders to do this 
work before Saturday have been given 
to his repair men, Talbert said. 

No prediction as to when Skinker road 
will be paved would be made by Presi- 
dent Kinsey of the Board of Public 
Service, who has charge of this work. 
It has been under way more than'a year 
and may not be finished until next 
spring. 

President Kinsey said that within the 
next few days automobiles and light ve- 
hicles will be permitted to use Skinker 
road. The concreté foundation for the 
wood block paving has been laid on the 
east side of the street and for practic- 
aliy the whole distance on the west side. 
President Kinsey says automobiles andj 
light vehicles can drive over this foun- 
dation without damaging it, and an or- 
der to allow them to do this has been 
given. 

Promised to Open Street Nov. 1. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter on 
Sept. 15 inquired the reasons for the 
lack of progress on Skinker road, 
President Kinsey explained that the 
contractor had been ‘delayed by bad 
weather last spring, by want of la- 
bor, by using his forces and materials 
on other jobs, and by hindrances of 
the Bell Telephone Co. President Kin- 
fey promised that the atreet would be 
paved and ready for use Nov. 1. 

The contractor's inability to obtain 
wood blocks is now given by President 
Kinsey as the cause of the delay in 
opening the street to traffic.

Anghelike Said to Have Been 
Torpedoed Without Warning; 
200 May Be Lost. 


Lu... DON, Oct. 31.—A dispatch to Reu- 
ter’s Telegram Co, from Athens says: 

“The Greek Government will protest 
to Germany against the sinking of the 
steames Anghelikii The labor unions 
at Piraeus have decided to strike unless 
they are guaranteed against the sinking 
otf Greek vessels,” 

A news agency dispatch from Athens 
Sunday said a German submarine had 
torpedoed the Angheliki Saturday even- 
ing near Piraeus, when she wag taking 
to Saloniki 350 recruits to the volunteer 
r.ovement. . 

A Havas dispatch from Athens quotes 
the captain of the Angheliki as saying 
she was torpedoed without notice by a 
German submarine at 9 o'clock at night. 
This dispatch describes the vessel as a 
passenger steamer. It states that she 
began to sink immediately, but was 
kept afloat some time wnen passengers 
manned the pumps. 

‘There was a frightful panic and 
many. threw themselves overboard and 
were drowned,’ the dispatch éontinues. 
‘The steamer Karistos took off the sur- 
viving passengers and part of the crew 
and a French torpedo boat took the re- 
mainder. Fifty persons, possibly more, 
lost their lives.”’ 

Greek naval officials are particularly 
bitter that the attack appears to have 
been made within Greek territorial wa- 
ters, Only a few miles from Salamis 
where a formidable allied fleet has been 
stationed since Sept. 1. 

The loss of life is said in some quar- 
ters to reach 200, although the full num- 
ber aboard the Angheliki is not known. 
The submarine, it is stated, warned 
ships endeavoring to resque the Greeks 
to keep off. 


“DRY” AMENDMENT 


Executive Committee Meets to 
Decide Organization's Atti- 
tude; Two Resolutions. 


The Executive Committee of the Busi- 
ness Men's League met at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon to decide the league's attitude 
en the prohibition amendment to be vot- 
ed on Nov. 7. It was learned by a Post-

WAR MAY END IN 1917 


Field Marshal Says 
Battles of Conflict May Be 
Fought Next Year. 


BERLIN, Oct. 30, by wireless to Say~ 


ville—“The situation is as good as pas- 
sible, and all will be well also in the 
future,” said Field Marshal von Hin- 


denburg, chief of the German general 
staff, to a representative of the Vienna 
Nieue Freie Presse, whom he received 
at headquarters in the presence of Gen. 
von Ludendorf, First Quartermaster- 
General. As to the duration of the war, 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg said: 

“That depends upon our enemies, 
Prophesying does not pay. In the hour 
of war one had better leave it alone. It 
is passible that the year 1917 will bring 
battles which will decide the war. How- 
ever, I do not know, and nobody knows. 
I only know that we will fight this 
war to a final decision.” 

Gen. von Ludendorf here added: 

‘“‘We do not think of peace. We are 
absolutely decided to continue the war 
as is shown with sufficient clearness by 
the measures of the allied (Teutonic) 
army commands.,”’ 

More Sacrifices Needed. 

This interview with the chief of staff 
Was given out today by the Overseas 
News Agency for publication. It con- 
tinues: 

“The correspondent in turn reported 
to Field Marshal von Hindenburg on 
the general feeling in Austria-Hungary, 
declaring it was one of confidence and 
satisfaction, but that, as everywhere, 
the end of the war was wished for. 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg replied: 

“That we all wish; understand ®this 
well. The Austro-Hungarian people 
have accomplished their full duty dur- 
ing the war and have made all the 
heavy sacrifices which were necessary. 
But still new sacrifices must be made, 
lest those already made have been 
made in vain,’ Gen. von Ludendorf in. 
terjected. 

“Tell your Austrian friends that there 
fis only efficient means for ending the 
war; a firm will to end the war by vic- 
tory. Every soldier and all others must 
work together; they must realize that 
no way but war leads to peace. Muni- 
tion is not all; the morale of the troops 
brings the final decision, and the morale 
of the German and Austro-Hungarian 
troops is superior to thet of all our ad- 
versaries. Nevertheless munitions 
mean very much in this war. At a pre- 
Vious visit the Field Marshal told you: 
*The main thing is discipline.’ That is 
true. Discipline is based on the com- 
plete education of every individual 
man.” 

Asked whether theve was any chance 
that the war would be culminated by a 
decisive blow, Gen. von Ludendorf said: 

“Perhaps. The trend of events must 
ghow this. I prefer to make no state- 
ment.”’ 

Asked whether the Russian masses 
Bhall be exhausted, Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg replied: 

“They are already becoming so; the 
Russian army commanders have charged 
themselves with that; there is no doubt 
also that new masses will grow up in 
Russia. But that maxes no differ- 
ence. We, too, have enough men. Ger- 
many has the profusion of reserves and 
in Austro-Hungary the reserves are by 
no means exhausted. We never were 
afraid of the Russian numerical 
strength. We know no numerical su- 
periority.”’ 

Gen. von Ludendorf gald: 

‘‘Numerical superiority and danger 
only exist for the weak. Who objects 
against fate ought better to object 
against himself. A firm will commands 
fate. There is no blind fate.” 

Field Marshal von Hindenburg then 
continued: 

“The new Russian armies are as. good 
and as bad as the former. The main 
quality of the Russian soldier is blind 
obedience. He makes no progress of a 
military kind; only the Russian artil- 
lery has become more efficient. on ac- 
count of instruction by French and Jap- 
anese officers, who partly command. But 
our artillery remains superior. 

“During a certain period the Russiaris 
had more munitions than they formerly 
had, Their munitions suppiies have now 
become diminished because of the end of 
importation by way of Archangel and 
Viadivostok.” 


Not to Shorten West Front. 
The correspondent asked whether in 
the opinion of the chief of staff the 
termination of the war was only possible 
in the East to which Field Marshal yu; 
Hindenburg replied: 

“ePople don't know what nonsense 
they talk. One does a great injustice to 
an army commander by attributing to 
him a program. He certainly has in his 
head a plan of war, a general view of 
war. But there is no prepared prograin, 
except one—to gain victory. Where and 
how that shall bedone can only me de- 
cided each moment anew on the basis 
of events. Therefore a decision can 6 
looked for as well in the East as in the 
West. 

“It is nonsense if they tel! you that I 
intend to shorten my front in the West. 
I never thought of it. Why should I dy 
it? The front in the West stands -” 
firm a8 @ rock, and if our enemies by gi- 
gantic use of artiliery here and there 
gain a little terrain, they shall never 
break through. .n order to do this they 
would have to attack for 30 years, prv- 
vided they had enough men.” 3

Federated Union, Representing 
Railroad Employes, Adopt

The Executive Committee of the St. 
Louis Federated Union of Enginemen 
and Trainmen, representing 3900 railroad 
employes in Missouri,at a recent meeting 
at Railroad Y. M. C. A. passed resolu- 


tions indorsing President Wilson and

The organization includes the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers, Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Firemen and En- 
ginemen, Order of Railroad Conductors 
and Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen 
The resolutions state that the Presi- 
dent, and the members of the House and 
Senate who voted for the bill, have been 
unjustly and severely criticised, con- 
demned and persecuted because of their 
action.

Declare Much of Progressive}Convention Time Selected To- 
Program Has Been Put Into day by the Executive Com- 
Effect in Last Four Years. mittee in Session Here. 


The 1917 convention of the Adver- 
tising Clubs of the World will be held 
in St. Louls from June ¢£-7. The con- 
vention date was decided upon this 
morning by the Executive Committee, 
meeting at the Jefferson Hotel. 
Although nothirg definite has been 
arranged for the program, the Execu- 
tive Committee plans to hold a big 
mass meeting on Sunday, June 3, at 
Washington University, and have 
many speakers of national reputation 
discuss the moral influence of truth- 
ful advertising. 

At noon the Executive Committee went 
to Washington University to inspect 
the buildings ag to their availability 
for the departmental sessionssof the ad- 
men’s convention. The promise of the 
use of these university buildings was 
one of the strongest factors in bringing 
next year’s convention to St. Louis. 

Municipal Buildings Inspected. 

Some doubt has arisen in the Execu- 
tive Committee as to the advisability of 
holding departmental sessions at the 
university because of the distance from 
downtown. It is 45 minutes’ ride on a 
car line. The city and the Municipal 
Courts Building, the use of which was 
offered to the admen yesterday by 
Mayor Kiel, also are to be inspected, 
and it Is probable that sessions will be 
held in all the buildings. 

A dinner was given at the Missouri 
Athletic Association last night to the 
I.xecutive Committee. One purpose of 
the dinner was to show what the big 
convention will do for St. Louis and the 
amount of good in the way of publicity 
the meeting will bring. Speakers from 
various parts of the country told what 
former conventions had done for their 
respective cities. About 350 persons at- 
tended the dinner. 

M. P. Linn, president of the local club, 
introduced Mayor Kiel. They welcomed 
the visitors and dwelt upon the worth 
of St. Louis as a commercial center. 

William C. d’Arcy, president of “the 
D’Arcy Advertising Club, as toastmas- 
ter, read telegrams from President Wij- 
son, Charles E. Hughes, Cyrus H. K. 
Curtis of Philadelphia, publisher of the 
Ladies’ Home Journal and Saturday 
Evening Post; Louis Wiley, business 
manager of the New York Times; 
Charles F. Higham, one of the largest 
advertisers in London; S. E. Dobbs of 
Atlanta, a former president of the clubs; 
Melville E. Stone, general manager of 
the Associated Press; J. C. Phelps, pres- 
ident of the Dallas (Tex.) Ad Club. and 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—Eleven of the 19 
members of the committee which draft- 
ed the Progressive party’s platform in 
1912 indorse President Wilson for re- 
election in a statement made public here 
today.

Of 33 planks in the Progressive plat- 
form of 1912, the statement: says, 22 have 
been wholly or partly enacted into laws, 
and of 80 propositions embodied in these 
planks more than half have been carried 
out by administrative acts or by laws. 


Then the statement names some exam- 
ples of such legislation and continues: 
“This is a great national crisis. We are 
Progressives supporting John M, Parker 
of Louisiana for Vice President.’’ 

The. statement ends with the following 
indorsement of Wilson: 

“Without a candidate of our own for 
President, we are unalterably in favor 
of the retention in office of President 
Wilson, under whose guidance and lead- 
ership more progressive principles have 
been enacted into law than we believe 
might have been accomplished had the 
rrogressive party been in power.”’

He dwelt particularly on the truth 
necessary in advertising and called at- 
tention to the high ideals now being 
followed by the ad men of the entire 
country. 

President Howard of the Business 
Men’s League, who is president of the 
Commonwealth Steel Co., told of the 
many advantages St. Louis has to offer 
in the way of attracting more manufac- 
turing plants, and said Charles M. 
Schwab, who was in the city last week, 
had an expert here examining ore sup- 
plies with a view of some time locating 
a branch of his plants here. 

Festus J. Wade, president of the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co., spoke of the advant- 
ages that advertising had brought to 
him, saying that honest advertising was 
now becoming one of the new vital 
features of the progress of the world. 
He told of how once early in his career 
by spending $36,000 for advertising he 
had made himself and associates $117,- 
000. “‘Watch business men when they 
curtail their advertising,’’ he said, “and 
you will see that the wise banker begins 
to curtail that man’s credit."’ 

Benefit to Chicago. 

DeWitt Clough, president of the Chi- 
cago Ad Club, in explaining the amount 
of good the convention would bring to 
St. Louis, told how Chicago had been 
benefited by the convention of 1914. ‘We 
will bring 500 men to St. Louis“in June,” 
he said. “I tell you $1,000,000 could not 
buy what has resulted from the meeting 
we had.’’ 

Irvin F. Paschall, advertising man- 
ager of the Farm Journal of Philadel- 
rhia, said that at the convention next 
June Philadelphia would have an eXe 
hibit of 35 cars. This train will be con- 
veniently parked somewhere in the city 
where visiting ad men can inspect it. 

Frank Rowe, a .prominent advertiser 
of Toronto, told of the advantages To- 
runto had received when the convention 
was held there two or three years ago. 

Melville L. Wilkinson, head of 
Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney, said _ it 
must always be remembered that St. 
Louls was “Our City’’ and that every- 
thing done to further its welfare brought 
good to all in the community. He de- 
clared that honesty in advertising is 
now virtually revolutionizing business 
methods. 

The Executive Committee of the Ad- 
vertising Clubs of the World resumed its 
session at the Jefferson HUctel this morn- 
ing. It went into conference to decide 
upon the four days in June that the con- 
vention is to be held and to formulate 
the program for the various sessions of 
the 26 working departments of the clubs.

A. C: Binstein, vice president and

“As I have telegraphed to Maj, Breck- 
inridge to tell him of'my proposed, ac- 
tion, and as his remarks were not secret, 
and as Prof. Bailey has already in- 
volved the Major, I feel obliged to state 
that I know your. statement is true, 
With regard to Maj. Breckinridge, he is 
one of the finest examples of the Ameri- 
can gentleman and his distinguished 
family has been famous for its chivalry 
in the South for years. His statement 
also is unquestionably true beyond any 
possibility of doubt. 

“Believe me, dear Senator Lodge,

ee writer of this letter, Mr. John 

effries,’’ Senator Lodge said, ‘is a 
member of a very well-known family in 
Boston, a gentleman of honor and of 
the highest character and well known to 
me personally. The evidence that Mr. 
Breckinridge made the statement attrib- 
uted to him about the postscript, I there- 
fore think, cannot be successfully con- 
troverted, and if Mr. Breckinridge made 
the statement, it can be absolutely be- 
lieved. 

“Mr. Breckinridge has sent one or two 
telegrams jin which'he refers to Dr. 
Bailey and myself in a very angry man- 
ner, which is not important, but he 
characterizes his own conversation, 
which Dr. Bailey has reported, as ‘back- 
stairs gossip.’ He does himself a great 
injustice by this, because he was a mem- 
| ber of the Wilson administration and a 
most excellent Assistant Secretary of 
War. He denies that there was any 
threat of resignation by Mr. Garrison 
or others, but he entirely fails to deny 
the essential point, which was that the 
postscript was written and that he and 
Mr. Garrison saw it. Mr. Garrison said 
yesterday in Washington: 

““T am not being interviewed on any 
subject. I have no statement of any kind 
to make.’ So thet he also refuses to 
deny the existence of the postscript, 
which he certainly would have done if 
it had been a mere fabrication by Dr. 
Bailey. Dr. Bailey is a gentleman of 
the highest character, standing and 
veracity. I have no doubt that he stat- 
ed the canversation in Comreere with 
absolute truth.” 


Bryan Denies There Is Any Truth in 
Lodge’s Postacript Charge. 
OMAHA, Neb., Oct. 3L.—William J. 
Bryan, former Secretary of State, de- 
nied here last night that there was any 
truth in the story that a postscript had 
been written to the Lusitania note ad- 
vising the German -Government the 
strong language of the note should not 
be taken seriously and that later the 

postscript was withdrawn. 

“IT take it for-granted,’’ Bryan said, 
‘that the President will deal with the 
matter as he deems wise, if, indeed, any 
attention need be paid it, after Mr, 
Isreckinridge’s denial.’’ 

Bryan would make no further com- 
ment except to call attention to the fact 
that his resignation was not tendered 
at the time the first Lusitania note, 
to which the alleged postscript was at- 
tached, was written, but at the ume 


the second note was written, which was 


nearly a month later. 


Breckinridge Declines to Comment 
Further After Presideut’s Denial. 
.SAN MATEO, Cal., Oct. 31.—When Hen- 
ry Breckinridge, upon arriving here last 
night, was informed that President Wil- 
son had termed untrue the statement 
made by Senator Lodge regarding the 

Lusitania note, he said: 

“Since the President has denied Sena- 
tor Lodge's statement, I shall have noth- 
ing more to say about it.”’
